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DNR recommends Natural River designation extensions

Plans for permanent protection 
for the lower Jordan River and 
Deer Creek system moved a ma- 
jor step forward with a recom- 
mendation by the Michigan De- 
partment of Natural Resources to 
designate them as Natural Rivers 
under the Michigan Natural Riv- 
ers Act (PA 231 of 1970). 

The Wild and Scenic designa- 
tion already protects the Jordan 
River from its headwaters in 
Chestonia Township, Antrim 
County, northwest to Rogers 
Bridge Road in South Arm Town- 
ship. Members of Friends of the 
Jordan River Watershed. Inc., had 
sought to extend Wild and Sce- 
nic designation to the lower Jor- 
dan River and Deer Creek sys- 
tems in February 1995 and the 
East Jordan City Commission 
added their endorsement to the 
petition to the DNR in March 


1995. 

“It was pretty exciting to get 

that letter from the DNR ... What 
this does is link the entire river 
under a consistent management 
plan, and that’s pretty signifi- 
cant,” said FIRW vice-president 
John Richter in a May 2 inter- 
view. The DNR recommended 
the following extensions of the 
Jordan River Natural River des- 
ignation: 
Mi Designate as a Natural River 
the Jordan River mainstream 
from Rogers Bridge down- 
stream to the M-32 bridge in 
East Jordan —- about 2 miles. 

This action extends Natural 
Rivers protection to the entire 
Jordan River mainstream, pro- 
viding additional protection to 
nesting eagles and osprey and 
the many other public values 
found in the lower Jordan River. 

The Natural River zoning pro- 
visions will not apply within East 
Jordan city limits. The DNR wil! 


THE CONFL UENCE OF the Jordan River with Deer Creek

The Animal Control Division of 
the Charlevoix County Sheriff De- 
partment has received several re- 
ports of Canine Parvovirus cases 
in the East Jordan, South Arm 
Township and Wilson Township 
areas. 

Charlevoix County Animal Con-. 


-trol Officer Bill Marquardt said 
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Canine Parvovirus is a very hardy 


virus that causes devastating symp- 


toms in dogs. 

The virus is highly contagious 
among dogs and can be transmit- 
ted by contaminated droplets and 
feces. Itcan be spread many differ- 


_ ent ways, such as by the dog’s fur 


and feet, other animals or by hu- 
mans.on their shoes. . 
“Parvovirus is what we call a 
‘hot’ virus, because it is so easy to 
spread it without even knowing

work with the city to develop 
management provisions for the 
river area within East Jordan to 
protect the many riverine values 
while allowing for flexibility by 
the city in the use and develop- 
ment of riverfront lands.

Deer Creek, from the outfall of 
Patricia Lake Dam down- 
stream to the confluence with 
the Jordan River — about I mile. 

This extends protection to the 
lower section of major tributary 
in the lower river, including the 
juncture of Deer Creek and the 
Jordan River; exempts Lake 
Patricia, the major impounded 
area within the Jordan River wa- 
tershed, avoids conflicts with 
existing and planned industrial 
development along Lake Patricia. 

It also recognizes the existing 
protection afforded to the Deer 
Creek system — extensive flood- 
plains and contiguous wetlands, 
strong zoning within Wilson and 
Boyne Valley townships and state 
ownership in headwaters of 
Warner and Collins creeks. 

M@ Recommends long-term re- 
moval of Patricia Lake Dam. 

Douglas D. Carter, DNR Natu- 

ral Rivers Program Leader, ex- 
plained in general, the damming 
of trout streams alters the natural 
free flow of the stream, traps

Mitt Watershed Council, local 
communities, riverfront property 
owners and other citizens. 

The DNR will hold public dis- 
cussions of the recommended 
amendment to the 1972 Jordan 
River Natural River plan. In ad- 
dition to addressing the proposed 
extended designation, the amend- 
ment process will consider de- 
velopments, examine needs and 
concerns, and provide coordina- 
tion with related plans and pro- 
grams implemented since the 
Jordan River was first designated 
a Natural River in 1972. 

Richter explained all points of 
a river are connected and should 
have a coordinated management 
plan. 

“What goes on upstream af- 
fects the downstream,” he said.

Fish migrate upstream to spawn, 
and return to the lake for most of

“Everything we depends on — 
food, fiber and air, even the 
oceans, ultimately depend on the 
rivers,” Richter said. 

He said the FJRW plans to fol- 
low the Natural River designa- 
tion with education. 

“We want to talk to landown- 
ers and tell them why it’s impor- 
tant to maintain vegetation on 


the banks, how to manage their | 


property,” he said, noting exist- 
ing homes will be grandfathered 
in. “Whether you’re an angler, a 
canoeist, a tourist, we all have to 
share the same responsibility to- 
ward environmental values. 

“ They’re easy to do — they’re 
common-sense, responsible 
things. We all share these things, 
it’s our common link. Passion 
runs high about these issues, and 
I think that is a very good sign, 
because there is that level of con-

The date was April 20,1996; 
the place, a hillside overlooking

. passes under Dennis Road. Tak- ~ 


ing part in a historical marker 
dedication ceremony, members 


’ of the Banks Township Histori- 


cal Society reflected on the area’s 
human history. 

Virtually no trace of the bus- 
tling settlement that prompted 
the memorial remains. But thanks 
to the efforts of society mem- 
bers, a permanent sign now com- 
memorates the presence of the 
town called Essex, the towering 
trees that built it and the roots its 
descendants share. 

The idea was born in 1994, a 
special project of Toad Lake Road 
resident Linda Record, who lives 
near the Essex property.

The past BTHS president had 
often wandered over to the sce- 
nic site through the years, she 
said. 

“T eventually found that every- 
body knew something about 
Essex, but many of them didn’t 
even know where the actual town 
had stood,” she recalled. “It 
seemed like such a shame. Here 
were people who had cleared the 
land and built the homes, and the 
people who followed had so little 
knowledge of them.” 

Record’s own home, as well as 
the nearby Wieland farm, are 
among the local buildings made 
of Essex lumber, she said.

Gust and Mary Larson 
Early days recalled by Mary 
Larson, area pioneer 

You may think this a common 
story with little of special inter- 
est. And that is true. It is not what 
one would call sensational, and it 
is for this reason that it merits 
attention.

Nev- 
ertheless, Mary Larson is on inti- 
mate terms with all three. 

In looking back on her 82 sum- 
mers, she relives memories so 
different and methods now so 
outmoded that comparison is al- 
most ridiculous. And she often 
feels impatient that she can no 
longer spend long hours working 
in her garden as she used to do. 

She was born in 1875 in the 
Green River Valley community 
of Antrim County. And Green 
River boasted, even then, a fair 
number of families, for so pleas- 
ant a stretch of land with plenty 
of water and good soil couldn’t 
escape the eyes of those men 
who came into northem Michi- 
gan to work in the logging camps 
orto find places where they could 
settle down to make permanent 
homes for their families. 

Mr. Staley was one of those 
who got there early. But while 
others busied themselves with 
farming and logging, he became 
known far and near as an expert 
hunter and fisherman. He was 
one of the few who could locate 
a marauder and follow him till he 
brought him back. Often he re- 
turned from a hunting trip with a 
bear, deer or fox whose meat and 
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hide he could use, sell or trade. 

On one occasion Mr. Staley 
had shot a bear and was bringing 
him home with his horse and 
buggy. As he passed the school, 
the teacher, willing to please the 
children, dismissed the entire 
school. The children streamed 
out to the road to view the bear. 

At that time the school faced 
west instead of south as it does 
now. The only furnishings in the 
school were a stove and several 
benches. 

A clock was considered a 
luxury and, when the teacher 
wanted to know if it was time to 
dismiss school, she went outside 
to study the angle of shadow 
which fell from a stake which 
had been planted in a strategic 
position. This method of telling 
time was known as stake-time. 

In 1895 Mary married a young 
man whose surname was the same 
as hers. The young man, Gust, 
had recently arrived in this coun- 
try with a group who had come 
over from Sweden. He and Mary 
moved onto a farm conveniently 
located near the river, the rail- 
toad and the country store. 

The Post Office, run by Joe 
Miller, was one of the busiest 
places in the community. George 
Glassburn run the blacksmith 
shopand Chancy Miller took over 
the first store. When the D&C 
Railroad went through, the sta- 
tion master was Ed Price. 

Potatoes were usually a fair 
crop in the valley and there was a 
potato house to take care of them. 
The farmers filled the warehouse 
each year and a regular buyer 
came by from Petoskey to take 
them to market. 

Gust was a thrifty farmer and a 
good dairyman. In a day when a 
cow was seldom sold for poor 
production he always kept the 
best. 

There was always plenty of 
pasture since cows were com- 
monly run on the cut over tracts 
of timber land. 

When my parents moved into 
the community in 1916, it was 
through seeing them driving their 
cows through our yard every 
evening that we first became ac- 
quainted with the Larsons. 

One day my father was helping 
me to learn the countries and 
their capitals for a school assign-

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ment. He told me I could remem- 
ber the capital of Sweden if I 
thought of Mr. Larson bringing 
his “Stock home.” It worked so 
well that I never forgot. 

Gust and Mary spent 44 years 
on their farm. During most of 
that time they kept boarders. 

The rural school teachers nearly 
always stayed there, enjoying the 
homey hospitality, good food and 
the convenience of being not too 
far from the school. 

Some of the more outstanding 
people who stayed there were the 
crew of “Square Timber” out of 
Saginaw and Wards ‘‘Timber- 
Lookers.” 

One interesting man was amap 
maker. Day after day he took his 
men out to explore every hill, 
valley and stream. Each evening 
he returned to reproduce his find- 
ings on a section of paper which 
he fitted together with those sec- 
tions which he had already fin- 
ished. 

In 1914, after Gust and Mary 
had nearly given up hope of a 
having a family, their son Karl

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was bom, an added blessing in 
their busy lives. 

After middle age Gus’ health 
began to fail, and as the years 
went by he became worse and 
worse, and more and more re- 
sponsibility fell on Mary. 

By the time Karl had finished 
high school he had decided to go 
to college. The college of his 
choice was Michigan State Col- 
lege. 

Because of his love of the farm 
and his experience around his 
father’s dairy herd, it was natural 
that he should choose to study 
agriculture and animal hus- 
bandry. 

This was quite a decision for 
those times, for money was scarce 
and very few young people from 
the farms would consider college 
as even a possibility. 

But Karl’s determination was 
as big as his ambition and soon 
he was off to the city. There he 
enrolled in college, found a job 
and settled down to the long job 
of working his way through 
school.

Bill would open door 
for winter snow aid 


Legislation co-sponsored by 
Rep. Bart Stupak, D- 
Menominee, would make it 
easier for local communities to 
get federal emergency assistance 
when they are struck by major 
winter storms. 

Introduced in the U.S. House 
April 24, the bill directs the Fed- 
eral Emergency Management 
Agency to develop” guidelines 
for providing assistance to states 
and local governments strug- 
gling with snow-related events. 

The guidelines would spell out 
the criteria for declaring a disas- 
ter oremergency and they would 
spell out the nature of any assis- 
tance, including financial reim- 
bursement for snow and debris 
removal. 

Specifically, the bill asks the 
president, working through 
FEMA, to issue a proposed set 
of guidelines in three months 
after the bill’s approval. A final 
set of guidelines would be in 
place no later than six months 
after the bill’s enactment.

“FEMA has rules in place for 
responding to emergencies like 
earthquakes and floods,” Stupak 
said. “This bill fills a gap in our 
ability to provide federal assis- 
tance.” 

Stupak said his bill also fill a 
gap in the efforts to deal with a 
growing financial crisis caused 
by the impact of winter road 
maintenance on local budgets. 

“There has been an absence of 
leadership at the very top in 
Michigan in dealing with the 
plight ofnorthemn Michigan com- 
munities.” Stupak said today. 
“We have been unable to get 
Gov. Engler to directly address 
the problem, despite our own 
efforts to highlight the issues.” 

Such efforts included survey- 
ing cities and counties on their 
financial plight, recommending 
the state’s billion-dollar “rainy 
day” fund be tapped to provide 


“relief, and inviting the governor 


to meet to discuss the matter 
during a recent Engler trip to 
Washington.
